cilwoman MacGillivray’s re¬ 
quest, the Council will 
agendize the possiblity of leg¬ 
islating a prohibition of truss 
roof framing, and the issue 
will appear on a future coun¬ 
cil agenda. 

In other action, the coun¬ 
cil received and congratu¬ 
lated the Sierra Madre Rose 
Princesses, Cindy Dostalek, 
Jenny-Marie Poland, and 
Marissa Sandoval. The Coun¬ 
cil also donated $2,500 to the 
Rose Float Association. 

Eagle Scout Joel Goodwin 
of Trtxjp 21 in Pasadena also 
received recognition. 
Goodwin’s Eagle Project was 
to conduct a survey of the 394 
fire hydrants in Sierra Madre, 
which he then analyzed on his 
computer, sorting and re-sort¬ 
ing data, and presenting to 
Fire Marshal Snyder a list ot 
the various needs of different 
hydrants, including which 
were leaking, which had ac¬ 
cess blocked, etc. As a finale, 
Goodwin and his scouting 
companions painted all 394. 
Councilman Gary Adams 
made it a point to thank 
Goodwin, saying, “I don’t 
think that often enough we 
congratulate and recognize 
those who give of themselves 
to the community. We often 
hear of young people who are 
getting into trouble, or taking 
drugs. It’s nice to hear that 
there are young people out 
there who are doing good 
things, and I’d like to let Joel 
know that I’m proud of him.” 


At Tuesday’s City Coun¬ 
cil meeting, the Sierra Madre 
City Council amended the 
Uniform Fire Cody to match 
current State requirements. 
While many of the changes 
were formalities, changing 
words and adding definitions 
for clarity, at least one change 
could save firefighters’ lives 
and homeowners’ lives and 
property. 

The new Section 
1003.2.2.5 will require all 
occupancies utilizing roof 
truss framing as part of new 
or renovated construction to 
add sprinklers to the attic area 
to protect the truss compo¬ 
nents during a fire. Fire Mar¬ 
shal Richard Snyder showed 
a nine minute film illustrating 
the hazards of the truss fram¬ 
ing, in which sheet metal 
mesh pieces less than an inch 
long hold together entire sec- 
tions of frame. When ex¬ 
posed to heat, these compo¬ 
nents give out in a matter of 
minutes. In the video, several 
sections of a roof collapsed, 
and three firefighters fell 
through. Though they were 
not injured, similar accidents 
all across the country are 
causing injury and death. Fur¬ 
thermore, because the parts of 
the roof that fall into the bulk 
of the fire are flammable, 
they also add to the fire. And 
why is this happening? Be¬ 
cause it’s a less expensive 
way to put a roof together. 

In addition to passing the 
code amendments, at Coun-

November was a terrible 
month for business-as-usual 
in Washington, D.C. First, 
Congress completed work on 
comprehensive legislation 
that, for the first time in de¬ 
cades, balances the federal 
budget in seven years, pro¬ 
vides tax relief to American 
families, reforms the welfare 
system, and saves Medicare 
from bankruptcy. In addition, 
the House of Representatives 
followed the Senate’s lead by 
banning the acceptance of 
gifts by Members of Con¬ 
gress and their staffs, and 
passing legislation re-writing 
the ineffective Federal lobby¬ 
ing disclosure statutes to re¬ 
flect the true nature of lobby¬ 
ist and interest group activi¬ 
ties inside the government. 

Much of the rationale for 
the historic decline in public 
trust of Congress is due to a 
perception that special inter¬ 
est groups maintain undue 
influence over the legislative 
process, and Members of 
Congress are granted perqui¬ 
sites and privileges unavail¬ 
able to average Americans. 
The Balanced Budget Act, 
gift ban and lobbyist disclo¬ 
sure bill prove once again that 
the new majority in Congress 
is serious about changing the 
way business is done in 
Washington. 


The first phase of compre¬ 
hensive government reform 
occurred on January 4,1995, 
when the House of Represen¬ 
tatives passed eight institu¬ 
tional reforms that I helped to 
develop while serving as a 
co-chairman of the Joint 
Committee on the Organiza¬ 
tion of Congress in 1993. The 
reforms, which have made 
Congress more accountable 
to the voters, consisted of re¬ 
ductions in committee panels 
and staff; truth-in-budgeting; 
term limits for the Speaker, 
and committee and subcom¬ 
mittee chairmen; a ban on 
ghost voting; committee sun¬ 
shine rules; limitations on tax 
increases; a comprehensive 
House audit; and the “Con¬ 
gressional Accountability 
Act,” which applies private 
sector workplace laws to 
Congress. 

With business-as-usual in 
retreat, don’t expect Republi¬ 
cans in Congress to declare 
victory. The new majority is 
committed to continuing a 
comprehensive agenda aimed 
at further improving institu¬ 
tional accountability and in¬ 
tegrity, controlling the politi¬ 
cal activities of interest 
groups and lobl^yists, and lev- 
eling the playing field be¬ 
tween Washington, D.C.- 
based interest groups and in¬ 
dividual citizens back home. 


“When you are deploying 
American trcxjps to a poten¬ 
tially hostile and dangerous 
environment in which young 
American men and women 
may die, you have to be able 
to explain it in terms of some 
definition of national interest. 
At this point the President has 
not made a compelling case 
that we have a clearly defined 
national interest at stake in 
Bosnia which would warrant

Now Sierra Madre City Administrator, Sean Joyce, remains 
decidedly calm while speaking of the conference held in San 
Fransisco late last month. The topic concering him, and all 
municpie representatives is the California Supreme Courts 
decision to serioulsly consider upholding the Proposition 162 
from 1986. 

An inlerofflcc memorandum from City Hall explains; 

“Prop 162 holds that no city may ‘impose’ a general tax 
(i.e. a lax the proceeds of which go into a general fund for 
general purposes) without 1) a 4/5 vole of the City Council, 
and 2) a majority vote of the electorate. Relying on the earlier 
cases. Sierra Madre (and countless other California cities) 
adopted utility taxes without such voter approval.” 

A couple of paragraphs of background for perspective on 
what this may to you as a tax payer. Many residents will re¬ 
member why Sierra Madre fell it necessary to implement a 6% 
utility tax on water, gas, electricity and phone bills in 1993. 

Back then the city was suffering from a fiscally irresponsible 
administration, expensive Stale mandated programs and the 
loss of a signiflgant portion of property taxes to the State. 

Joyce, who, along with his handpicked department heads, 
replaced the old administration, notes that back then one of 
the biggest problems was litigation costs the city bore for it’s 
residents for the Montery Landfill. The landfill was involved 
in a huge lawsuit that trickled down to the end user. In defend¬ 
ing and settling claims, the city spent $700,000 on behalf of 
it’s residents and is now recouping this loss through the $6.38 
“Oil charge” that all see on their city utility bill. The good news 
is that the City has recouped $600,(X)0

“77w door windows In my 10-year-old 
Chevy don't fit as tightly as they origi¬ 
nally did, and now I have lots of wind 
noise when I drive, particularly at high 
speeds. Can I repair this myself to 
save money?” 

Wind noise is created when a gap allows 
outside air into the vehicle. The gap is usually 
along the top or rear edges of the windows. 
The problem is usually caused by a door or a 
window that's out of adjustment, or by worn or 
cracked weatherstripping. 

You can tell that a door doesn't fit by vis¬ 
ible uneven gaps around the door edges when 
the door is closed. Sometimes a door has to 
be slammed to close completely. This can 
usually be corrected by slight adjustments to 
the hir^ges, striking plate, or latch. Worn hinges 
must be replaced and this may be difficult. If 
a window needs adjustment, the inner door 
panel can be removed so you can adjust the 
window. Door and window adjustments are 
often time-consuming and quite tricky. We 
might need to do that work for you. If 
weatherstripping is causing the wind noise, 
you probably should replace it. To locate mi¬ 
nor air leaks, a simple trick is to spray the win¬ 
dow with water when the doors are closed. 
Someone should be in the car to check if and 
where water enters the car. 

Bring in your car if you need help.

W orris Birnbaum, a 20 
year old college kid 
from New York, enlisted in 
the Army in October 1942. 

‘They pul me in the infantry 
because I had no usable skill. 

I was a college student.” 

Actually, his first training 
was about six months of 
schooling in Pittsburgh, PA 
to prepare him to become a 
communications person. 

His first military experi¬ 
ence was drilling with ■ 
wooden rifle-shaped sticks 
and cardboard helmets at Fort 
Dix, New Jersey. Final train¬ 
ing with the 84th Infantry 
Division at Camp Claiborne, 

LA used the real thing and 
had him as ready as he could 
be to take part in the 
Division’s battles, from the 
Siegfried Line to the Elbe 
River. 

His division, following 
those who landed on Omaha 
Beach in Normandy on the 
sixth of June, entered combat 
in November 1944 on Ger¬ 
man soil and captured a large 
part of the Siegfried line. 

“When we landed on 
Omaha Beach in October 
there was no fighting there 
anymore.” The fighting was 
almost at the German border.

Precautions 


T he Department of Health Services warns the public to 
take proper precautions to avoid accidental carbon mon¬ 
oxide poisoning when using gas-fired heating appliances. 

Carbon monoxide is a colorless, odorless gas that often 
gives no warning of danger to the victim until symptoms of 
severe headache, dizziness, nausea and weakness appear. 
These can progress to unconsciousness and death. 

“The cold weather season, with the increased demand and 
use of heat, can pose dangers when using heating appliances 
that are defective, improperly installed or improperly oper¬ 
ated,” said Manny Schweid, director of the Housing and In¬ 
stitutions Program. “Carbon monoxide gas, a bi-product of in¬ 
complete combustion, strongly interferes with the brxly’s 
ability to use oxygen. Early warning signs may include an 
acrid odor and irritation to the eyes. Household animals also 
may exhibit symptoms characteristic of carbon monoxide 
poisoning.” 

The following are basic measures one can take to insure 
safety when using gas-fired heating appliances: 

• Make sure the heating appliance is used as originally in¬ 
stalled. Do not tamper with it. 

• Make sure the appliance is operated according to the 
manufacturer’s directions and follow maintenance pro¬ 
cedures for cleaning or changing filters. 

• Do not use kitchen stoves, hot plates, portable kerosene 
heaters, gas logs, barbecues or other devices capable of 
producing incomplete combustion products to heat a 
residence. 

• Watch for any unusual characteristics of the flame: it 
should be blue not yellow; it should be consistent in shape 
and should not appear to float above the burner; there 
should be no accumulation of soot on the walls or the 
ceiling in the area of the heating appliance. 

• When installing a new or modifying an existing heating 
system, make sure to have a professional do the work. 

• Inspect the condition of the venting system periodically 
to insure proper discharge of combustion products to the 
outside and check that the vent is not blocked, does not 
leak, is not corroded and that all joints are properly con¬ 
nected; high winds, falling tree limbs and improper roof 
repairs can damage the venting system. 

If there is any suspicion that a heater is malfunctioning, 
immediately telephone the gas company at the telephone num¬ 
ber indicated on the monthly gas bill or call 411 information 
for the local gas company phone number. Additional infor¬ 
mation can be obtained by telephoning the Housing and In¬ 
stitutions Program, (213) 881-4038.
